Extract froma Letter from the Adjutant 
General, to the Secretary to Govern- 
ment in the Political Department, dated 
lOih December 1814. 


l. My last transmission of Dispatches 
from the Officer Commantiug the Troops 
in the Dhoon, announced the evacuation of 
the Fort of Kalunga on the morning cf 
the SOth ultimo. The enclosed copy of 
a letter from Colonel Mawby of that date 
contains some further particutars of that 
event, 

2, The garrison is now known to have 
suffered most severely from the fire of the 
British Artillery, and particularly from 
the shells thrown from the mortars. The 
place was found crowded with dead ant! 
wounded, the enemy was)unable to carry 
off in his precipitate flicht, during the 
course of which his whole numbers were, 
with a very Hmited exception, either kite 
led, wounded, or taken prisoners by tlie 
activity and gallantry of the different de- 
tachments, which had been very judie 
eiously placed by Colonel Mawby to intere 
cept his retreat. 

3. Duibudder Sing, the killedar, effectei his 


escape with about (forty*) seventy + follow. 


ers, with whom he took post ona hill at 
some distance from „the British Camp, where 
he was joined by 300 Goorkahs intended os a 
reinforcement for the Garrison ov Ialunga, 
end-who had been several days seen hovering 
in the Mountains. Colonet Mawby deter. 
mined to dislodge them from this position, 
and selected Major Ludlow for the conduct 
of this service, which was most ablv and suc. 
cessfully accomplished by that Officer, as 
will be seen in the accompanying details of 
the affair received from Colonel Mawby, 
which the Commander in Chief directs me to 
transmit for thu information of the Governor 
General. 

4. Vhe conduct of Major Ludlow deserves, 
in the opinion of the Commauder in Chief, 
to be brought te the particular netice of His 
Lordship, not only as distinguished en this 
affair, but tiroughout the whole of the ser. 
At the arduous and un- 
fortunate cummencement of it, his gallantey 
and exertions were most conspicuans, and it 
is known, attracted the applause of the ilfus. 
trious Commander who fetf on that lamented 
occasion, Since that perivud, Major Ludlow 
has been employed ou every service of dif. 
culty ant danger that has occurred, and ina 
variably conducted himself with eminent cuure 
age, judgment and zeal.

A very heavy freof musquetry had been 
heard from alittie before two o'clock until 
lalf past ihree, from a post, EL had detached 
Captain Bucke, of the Light Battalion, with 
four Campanies, to occupy the evening before, 
both for the purpose of cutting off water from 
two springs the Garrison chiefly supplied 
themselres with, and also to prevent their 
retreat from the Fort, Although some of 
the Garrison may, and have got of, anum- 
ber mast have been killed and wounded, as 
mauy of the latter have already been brought 
into Major Ludlow’s post on the Table Land, 
and several from other posts; but the nume 
bers [ have not yet been able to ascertain.

to furnish, not having at that time received 
Major Luilow’s report of his operations, 

On the afternoou of the 30th November, 
Major Stevenson received information that 
Bulbudder Sing with about 70 men, who had 
escaped from the Fort, were‘ona Hill in 
rear S$ or 4 coss distant, on which F ordered 
a party of 150 men, composed of two Light 
Companies and a Subaltern, and 50 Men of 
the 13th Native Infantry, under the Coma 
mand of Lieutenant Munt, to move by the 
road which would be pointed out by the 
guides, and direeted Major Ludlow to dif. 
patch from his column on the Table Land, aa 
equal force under a Captain, which was also 
to take the direction the guides shouid point 
out. ‘Fhese two Columns in their approách 
to the Hills where Bulbudder Sing was spe 
posed to be, formcd a junction, and were 
then under the Command of Captain Warner 
of the Light Infantry of the 6th Native Ree 
giment, and which returned the next morning 
without being successful. 

Major Stevenson having ascertained that 
Bulbudder Sig, was still in: the neighboure 
heod, Ldeemed it necessary to disturb him 
fram his abode, if- possible, more especially 
as nearly 300 of the Enemy who had been 
forsome diyson a Hill behind my Camp 
were still there, and would, f naturally 
conjvetured, endeavour to form a junction 
with Bulbudder Sing; it therefore became 
necessary to act witbout delay, and it ima 
mediately occurred to me that from the 
extraordinary exertions Ï had witnessed in 
Major Ludlow, that if it was possible to 
come up with the Goorkah chief, no one was” 
more likely to do it than him, butas this 
excellent officer had been indefatigably eme 
ployed from the moment the fort was invested 
with so mich effect, K really could not find 
itin my heart to order him on this duty, I 
therefore sent Captain Walker to him to say 
thar F woutil not order him, hut, if he was 
able, 1 should consider myself much obliged 
bv his taking the command of the detachment. 
No sooner had Captain Walker expressed my 
wishes, than he cheerfully answered in the afe 
firmative and without delay marched off. 

1 harenow the honor of forwarding Ma. 
jor Ludlow?’s reportof his operations, ace 
companied by 2 Letters from Captain Bucke 
of the Light Battalion, all of which contain 
so full and satisfactory a statement, that 
nothing is left for me to say further than to 
express my high sense of the obligation I 
owe to this brave detachment for their me.

to, and it is with real and sincere pleasure, 
l have-an opportunity of bringing to His 
Lordship’s notice, officers and noten who are 
so well deserving the approbation of the 
Right Ionorable the Commander in Chief, 
The Sepoys mentioned by Major Ludlow 
Backe, IT hope L may be per.

of it; and in doing so, K must candidly con= 
fess 1 have not words to do justice to their 
merits. The zeal, activity, and cheerfolness 
with which the whole ezecuted the arduous 
duties committed to their charge, is most fully 
proved hy the success they met with. Suc- 
cess, which by far exceeded my most sanguine 
Expectatiuns, votwithstanding Ì was well con= 
vinced, that if it was possible to come up 
sith Buibudder, that excellent officer Major 
Ludlow would doit, and drive him from his 
position. The resutt has proved how justly 
1 have estimated Major Ludlow’s abilities; 
gnd if [ have not expressed myself in terms

informed, that 300 Goorkabs with the Chief, 
‘Bulbudder and his 40 followers, who escaped 
‘from the Fort of Kaluuga, had during the 
day, formed a junction, and had decamped 
from the neighbourhocd about two hour be- 
Tore. : 

Iaccordingly proceeded onwards with th 
‘hopes of nearing them, but the road being 
‘exceedingly steep and difacult, aad the latter 
part of it a cousitsrable descent, that Ì did 
net reach the bed of the Soane river even witù 
my advance before night fall. 

Here Ì deemed it prudent to rest on my 
‘anms with (he double view of giving my 
year time to come up and to ascertaia the 
nature of the road in front, which was up 
‘an inconceivable high mountain, and how 
far it was probable to ov. rlake tie eneniy. 

To acquire this information Ï accoutred. 
a Sepoy of the 2! Battalion 16th Light In- 
fantry by name Gouree Sing, who volun- 
teered his services as a spy. This man 
“with one of the guides who came with us, 
I instracted to go at least 5 coss onwards,

AM this, 1 thought, was prohable enough 
from the appearance of the hill before us; 
and in consequence, f did not move until 
the moon rose ; it was about half pást 10 
o'clock Pp. 1. when (he column commenced 
the ascent of the hill, and we found the 
entire road fully as ditkcult as described. 

Ábout 1 o'clock in the morning, an ad- 
vance deseried the fires of the enemy, Î 
instantly halted the whole columu, or 
rathef that part of it that.had kept up, 
to give time for the rear to came up, which.

the nature of the country we hat passed 

[employed this interval in reconnoitere- 
ingthe position of the enemy, which 
found was so well chosen, (hat 1 could 
onty get at him by one road, and by that 
he had the advantage of ground, being 
posted on an eminence commamdting it. 

As we were at no great distance from 
him, 1 thought shortly ofter his fires were 
diminishing, and that he might perchance 
have heard us, though we kept very quiet, 
when the guide warned us, we were near; 
Ï now seut forward the Sepoy spy agaia lo 
give me certain information, it they: had 
began to decamps after he had proceeded 
about 150 yards, he was challenged by an 
advanced post of the enemy, and vot reply= 
fug, & matchtvek was tnmediarely dise 
chargedat him. This was a signal of 
warning to the enemy, and my own Ln. 
diate one foradvance, uotwithstanding lew 
more than 109 men of the Listu Luiau:ry 
had closed up. 

Captain Bucke, who was with the ad-

But Ll cannot speak too highly in praise 
of all the officers of te Light Infantry, who 
from (reir more advanced position in the 
column, T had the honor to lead into ac- 
tion; their names | have before singly 
mentioned, bat their condact entitles thema 
to be brought to view together, viz, Cap- 
tatu Bucke, my second in command, with 
Ensigns Wilson, Richmond and Turner, 
all of whom E recommend strougly to fas 
vorable notice. 

Easign Richmond, whom I oucht to 
bave mentioned before, was wounded shorte 
Iy after Captain Bucke, inthe belly, but:
